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LATE  FOREIGN  DEVELOPMENTS 


UNITED  KINGDOM:      Grain  production  estimates  have  been  revised  and, 
compared  with  the  previous  estimate,  show  slight  increases  for  wheat  and 
barley  and  a.  small  decrease  in  oats.     The  latest  revised  f igures ,  in 
thousand  bushels,  follow,  with  the  1941  production  in  parentheses;  Wheat 
95,872  (75,576),  oats  248,360  (227,150),  barley  67,433  (53,340). 


HUNGARY:     Last  year,  the  Government  issued  to  farmers  2.4  million 
hog-slaughtering  permits.    In  1942,  provincial  nonproducers  were  issued 
850,000  hog-slaughtering  permits  totaling  an  estimated  live  weight  of 
206  million  pounds  or  an  estimated  62  million  pounds  of  fats,  allowing 
an  annual  quota  per  person  of  5,4  kilograms  (ll.9  pounds),  but  due  to 
shortage  of  fodder  40  percent  of  permits  were  not  utilized,  therefore  the 
quota  per  person  amounted  to  only  7.1  pounds.     There  was  obtained,  how- 
ever, from  central  supplies  1,200  carloads  (26  million  pounds)  of  fat  bacon 
and  margarine,  allowing  a  total  quota  per  person  of  5.1  kilograms  (.11.2 
pounds).     The  annual  ration  in  the  city  of  Budapest  is  7.2  kilograms 
(15.9  pounds)  for  normal  consumers  and  11.52  kilograms  (25.4  pounds)  for 
heavy  workers.     The  ra/tion  sometimes  is  composed  partly  of  margarine.

The  1942  corn  crop  in  Mexico  is  estimated  -ft  "92, 751, OOO  bushels, 
according  to  information  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural 
Rela.tions.     At  this  level ■  the-  production  is  indicated  to  "be  the  largest 
since  1924  and  about  9,000,000  bushels  above,  the.. good.-..  1941  outturn  of 
83,621,000  bushels.     The  total  production 'is  made  up"oi  -t-';o  distinct 
harvests,  the  relatively  unimportant  early  crop  Of 'about  5,000,000  bush- 
els having  been  harvested  in  the  coastal  area  from  July.  to.. September  and 
the  late  crop,  during  October  and  November;  '  ..'.J 
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Compiled  from  official  sources^     a7  Calendar  year  following  that  of 
production,    b/  Less  than  500  bushels',     cj  Preliminary. 

Local  shortages  in  different  parts  of  the  country,'  particularly 
at  points  accessible  only  by  water,  developed  this. year  as  the  result  of 
distribution  difficulties.     The  early  harvest,  while  constituting  only 

•  about  5-  percent  of  the  total  production,  was  very.,  important'  in  supply- 
ing requirements  until  the  main  crop  came  on  the  market.  'Distribution 

.of  foodstuffs'  is  now  much  better  organized,  according  to  reports. 


The  current  crop 'was:  planted  under  unfavorable  conditions  which 
continued  on  into  the  growing  ■  season. '•   The . crop ' had  been  forecast  at 
somewhat  below  the  1941  outturn  but  unusua  ily  favorable  circumstances 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  season  overcame  the  handicap  of  the  late 
start.     The  crop,  at  the  present  estimated  figure,   should  be  ample  for 
normal  needs,,  though  certain  local  areas  may  continue  to  experience  some 
difficulty  with  transportation  and  supply  problems.     Exports  of  corn, 
which  have  been  negligible  in  recent  years,  were  prohibited  on  April  29, 
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1942.     Shortly  afterward  exclusive  control  of  corn,  rice,  and  "beans  was 
,:;:iven  to  a  governmental  agency  created  to  regulate  prices.     See  also 
Foreign  Crops  and  Markets,  September  14,  1942. 


AUSTRALIAN  BARLEf  SUPPLIES 
CONTINUE  LASC-E  .  .  . 


Barley  production  in  Australia  in  1942-43  is  estimated  at  11,375,000 
United  States  bushels,  compared  with  17,663,000  bushels  in  1941-42.     Of  the 
total  production.   South  Australia  produces  about  two-thirds  and 'Victoria 
accounts  for  the  greater  part  of  the  remainder.     The  current  crop,  'while 
much  below  the  high  level  of  production  last  year,   is  still  considerably 
above  the  average  of  9,476,000  bushels  during-  1933-34  to  1937-38. 

The  reduced  outturn,  compared  with  that  of  last  year,   is  the  result 
of  curtailed  seedings,  this  year's  crop  having  been  harvested  from  a.n 
acreage  about  35  percent  below  that  of  last  year,  and  slightly  below  the 
average  during  the  5-year  period.     The  per-acre  yield  this  year  is  above 
the  long-time  average  and  is  only  slightly  below  the  record  yield  of  1941-42. 


AUSTRALIA:    Acreage  a.nd  production  of  barley, 
1933-34  to  1942-43 
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The  reason  was  reported  as  generally  favorable  for  the  growing  crop, 
though  in  some  districts,  excessive  moistu  ■«  was  reported.     The  effects 
are,  however,  probably  reflected  in  quality  rather  than  in  the'  production, 
since  yields  are  indicated  to  be  high  and  the  quality  is  said  to  be  below 
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that  of  last  year.-  -Despite  reduced  quality,  .the  percentage  of  high  class 
"barley  is  said  to  "be  sufficient  for  Australia's  malting  needs,  for  the  year. 

Domestic  consumption  of  barley  for  all  purposes  is  estimated  at 
about  6,700,000"  "bushels.     Of  this  amount  about  3,100,000  bushels  are  used  - 
for  feeding,  and  a  like  amount  for  malting.    The  quantity  utilized  in 
malting  represents  a  decrease  of  about  a  third  in  normal  utilization  for 
this  purpose,  as  the  result  of  the  Government's  decision  to  cut  beer  pro-  1 
duct  ion  by  that  amount."    Of  the  3,100,000  bushels,  approximately  2,500^.000. 
bushels  were  used  in  the  manufacture  of  beer  and  500,000  bushels  in. the 
manufacture  of  spirits  and  in  malt,  foods  and  extracts. 

About  500,000  "bushels  of  barley,  are  used  in  raw-grain  distilling 
and  in  the  manufacture  of  pearl  barley.    A  further  demand  for  barley  for 
manufacturing  power  alcohol  is  also  reported,  and  the  initial  program  for 
distilling  power  alcohol  calls  for  around.  310,000  "bushels  of  grain. 

Stocks  of  barley  in  the  country  on. October  31,  194?,  are  heavy  at 
a  reported  6,100,000  bushels,  which,   supplement  inf.;  the  current  crop,  pro- 
vide a  supply  that  should  not  only  fill  the  year's  requirements  but  - 
provide  good  reserve  stocks  for  carry-over  into  the  next  season.  /7ith 
prospective  reserves  at  this  level,  s.nd  with  export  outlets  restricted, 
some  curtailment  of  acreage  next  season  is  expected.     Further  restriction 
in  the  use  of  superphosphates  and  the  manpower  shortage  are  also  expected 
to  be  factors  curtailing  seedings  in  the  country  as  a  whole,  despite 
prospective  increases  in  some  localities. 

Trade  in  barley  during  the  1941-42  sea.son  was  small.     There  -rere 
no  imports,  and  exports  amounted  to  less  than  1,000,000  bushels.  Exports 
are  restricted  not  only  by  the  shipping  situation  but  by  transportation 
shortages  within  the  country. 

Prices  during  1941-42  '-ere  fixed  a.t  the  same  rate  as  in  1940-41. 
Malting  barley    (2-row)     was  quoted  at  4  shillings  7.5  pence  (72  cents 
per  bushel  at  the  official  rate  of  exchange)  and  Cape    (6-row),  at 
3  shillings  5.5  pence  (54  cents  per  bushel). 


CHILE  EXPECTS  RECORD  EICE  CHOP  . 
13?  1943  ...  1 

An  official  estimate  .of  65,600  acres  sown  to  rice  in  Chile,  for 
harvest  in  1943,  represents  an  increase  of  about  75  percent  above  last 
year's  estimate  of  37,500  acres.     Mb  production  estimate  is  available, 
but  a  normal  yield,  as  appears  evident  at  the  present  time  (harvest 
begins  in  April)  would  result  in  a  production  of  about  5,345,000  bushels 
(rough  rice)  compared  with  last  year's  record  crop  (revised  estimate) 
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of  3,008,000  bushels.  These  -or  o  duct  ion  estimates  in  terms  of  milled 
rice  are  148.5  million  pounds  and  83.6  million  pounds,  respectively. 

Chilean  rice  exports  during  the  first  11  months  of  194?,  partly 
from  the  1941  crop,   totaled  17,595,000  pounds  as  compared  irrith  only 
8,419,000  during  the  corresponding  period  in  1941.     The  distribution  of 
the  1942  exports- "^as  as  follows:  "  to  Cuba  3,693,000  pounds,   to  Bolivia. 
5,074,000,  and  to  Panama  1,762,000  pounds.     Reports,  received  from  other 
sources  show  that  Cuban  importers  had  purchased  during  the  past  6  months, 
up  to  February  12.,  1943,  about  28  million  pounds  of  rice  in  Chile, 
believed  to  be  mostly  from  the  1942  crop. 

The  average  price  received  for  rice  exported  in  1942  in  .terms  of 
Chilean  pesos  was  about  3  times  as  high  as  that  for  1941,  Indications 
are  that  the  quantity  available  for  export  from  the  1943  crop  may  be  much 
larger  than  .in  1942. 


ARGSHT  IHA  REPORTS  HIGHER  RICE  ACREAGE 
POP  1942-43  .... 

The  first  official  estimate  placed  the  1942-43  area  sown  to  rice 
in  Argentina  at  100,000  acres,  or  20  percent  higher  than  the  33,500  acres 
sown  last  year.     It  is  not  yet  known  whether  or  not  the  drought  in  Argen- 
tina has  reduced  the  yield  (harvest  is  in  January  and  February)  as  was 
the  case  with  other  grains.     Argentine  production  has  increased  rapidly 
from  a  1931-1935  average  of  29,500,000  pounds  (milled  rice)  to  148,300,000 
in  1942,  ^hile  net  imports  declined  from  85,000,000  pounds  in  1931-1935 
to  8,700,000  in  1941.     Argentina  was  virtually  self- sufficient  in  rice  in 
1942,  as  a  result  of  the  record  crop.    Unless  the  20-percent  increase  in 
acreage  this  year  is  offset  by  a  proportionate  decrease  in  yield  there 
may  be  a  small  net  export  in  1943. 


PANAMA  HARVESTS  RECORD  PICS  CPOP  ... 

The  rice  crop  harvested  in  the  fall  of  1942  is  reported  to  have 
amounted  to  136,000,000  pounds  as  compared  with  95,000,000  pounds  in  1941. 
The  increase  was  the  direct  result  of  the  Government' s  food- production 
program  undertaken  at  the  request  of  the  United  States  Government  in 
order  to  relieve  the  burden  of  shipping  from  the  United  States.  Panama 
normally  has  been  an  importer  of  rice.,  but,  because  of  the  expected  bumper 
harvest,  a  decree  was  issued  on  October  8,  1942,  prohibiting  the  further 
import  of  rice.     It  is  expected  that  Panama  "ill  not  require  imported  rice 
during  1943,  as  consumption  averages  about  104,000,000  pounds.

As  a  result. of  the  poor  prospects^  and  in  order  to  insure  that 
domestic  supplies  are  taken  care  of,   the  Government  has  prohibited  ex- 
ports of  seed  and  oil  except  unf ill ed. contracts.     Shipments  of  sunflower- 
seed  oil  were  not  reported  until  1941,  during  ^hich  year  they  amounted 
to  26,000,000  pounds.     Complete  information  for  1942  has  not  been  re- 
ceived, but  exports  during  the  first  10  months  were  larger  than  in  the 
entire  yeor  of  1941.     Most  vegetable  .  oil s  were  shipped  in  greater 
quantities  than  in  previous,  years. 

Exports  of  oilseed  cake  during  January  -  October  1942  reached 
66,150  short  tons  compared  with  55,400  in  the  corresponding  months  of 
1941  and  79,400  tons  for  that  entire  year.     In  recent  years  Sweden  and 
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the  United  Kingdom  have  been  the  most  . important  "buyers  of  - Argentine 
oilseed  cake.     It  is  reported,  however,  that  Sweden  alone  took '80  percent

This 
is  due  principally  to  the  greater  demand  for. peanut  oil  and  to  the  fact 
that  some  of  the  area  diverted  from  small  grains  was  utilized.  Peanuts 
are  not  grown  on  a  commercial  scale  in  the  Province  of  Buenos  Aires  where 
da.ma.ge  from  drought  is  reported  most  severe.  . 


IlimAE  WIHPEK  OILSEED  ESTIMATES 
POP  1942-43  .   .  . 

According  to  the  first  forecast  for  winter  oilseed?  in  India.,  the 
1942-43  area  under  flaxseed  is  2,590,000  acres  compared  with  2,707,000 
at  the  same  time  last  year.     The  final  estimate  for  1941-42  wa.s  3,340,000 
acres  with  a  yield  of  14,440,000  bushels.     This  was  the-  smallest  flaxseed 
harvest  in  more  than  a  decade,  and  according  to  tra.de  report?,  another 
small  crop  is  in  prospect,  a.s  the  weather  has  been  hot  and  toe  dry  for 
flaxseed. 

The  area  planted  to  rape  and  mustard  seed  is  3,443,000  acres, 
representing  an  increase  of  9  percent  over  the  first  forecast  for  1941-42. 
Production  of  this  crop  lias  increased  steadily  since  1939.     The  final 
estimate  for  last  season  was  1,242,000  short  tons  from  6,208,000  acres.

Mill  distribution  of  raw  cotton  at  the  beginning  of  December  was 
somewhat  uneven.     Large  stocks  vrere  officially  reported  to  be  on  hand 
in  some  mills,  while  in  other  mills  stocks  vere  not  sufficient  for  oper- 
ation throughout  the  month.    Mills  having  sufficient  stocks  continued 
at  the  usual  rate  of  6  days  for  spinning  mills  and  4  days  for  weaving 
mills.     Total  distribution  throughout  December  is  estimated  at  6,600 
bales  of  500  pounds  gross. 
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Stocks  at  the  end  of  December  were'  estimated  to-  be  larger  than 
normal  for  the  last  several  years.

CUBAN  EXPORTS  OF  HENEQUEN  FIBER 
SHO^  SHARP  DECLINE  .  .  . 

.    Exports  ,  of  henequen  fibe'r  from  Cuba  in  1942  were  3,871,131 
kilograms,  or  3,810  long  tons.     This  is  only  55  percent  of  the  6,906 
tons  of  henequen  exported  in  1941  and  only  32  percent  of  the  exports  of 
henequen  during  1940.     Exports  of  henequen  twine  and  cordage  in  1942 
were  X 476, 151  kilograms  (1,453  long  tons),  'which  were  40  percent  of 
those  of  the  preceding  year  and  44  percent  of  those  during  1940.  fthile 
exports  of  sisal  rope  increased  by  a  very  large  percentage,   the  total  in 
1942 'was  only  535  long  tons. 

One  of  the : reasons  for  the  great  decline  in  1942. exports  of  fiber 
was  break-downs  iri  harvesting  and  decorticating  due  to  labor  difficulties. 
Important  also  was  the  condition  of  the  henequen  plants  due  to  heavy  cut- 
tings in  1940  and '1941  to  remove  diseased  leaves  affected  by  a  leaf  fun- 
gus. '   In  July  1942,  a  decree  placed  henequen  subject  to  the  control  re- 
gime, which  was  established  the  preceding  December  and  which  requires  for 
export  special  permits  by  the  Ministry  of  Commerce  acting  on  the  advice 
of  the  Cuban  Import  and  Export  Agency.     Exports  were  thus  held  up  later 
t han :  usual  while  compliance  waft  made  with  the  provisions  of  this  decree 
and  until  it  was  known  at  what  prices  contracts  could  be  made. 

For  about  6  years  prior  to  1942,  prices  for  raw  fiber  ranged  close 
to  4  and  5  cents  per  pound.     For  the  first  6  months  of  last  year,  how- 
ever, prices  averaged  above  6  cents  and  rose  even  more  during  the  latter 
half  of  the  year.     Revised  contracts  of  the  Defense  Supplies  Corporation 
provide  for  a  price  of  9.125  cents  per  pound  for  Grade  A  fiber,  ranging 
down  to  8.750  cents  for  Grade  C. 
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The  industry  is  encouraged  both  "by  the  Defense  Supplies 
Corporation's  purchases  at  this  price  and  "by  the  more  stabilized  market 
which  now  exists.     Unofficial  estima.tes  place  the  1943  crop  at  close 
to  15,000  tons,   if  favorable  conditions  continue,  with  about  8,000  tons 
available  for  export. 

Cuban  exports  of  henequen  to  the  United  States  during  the  last 
3  years  were  91  percent  of  the  total  exports  of  the  fiber.     While  this 
is  a  large  portion  of  the  Cuban  crop,  United  States  import  figures  show 
that  Cuba  furnished  only  about  4  percent  of  the  total  henequen  and  sisal 
fiber  imported  during  those  years.     The  fiber  from  Cuba  is  known  in  the 
trade  either  as  sisal  or  henequen,  but  those  familiar  with  the  product 
believe  that  the  amount  of  the  true  sisal  (Agave  si sal ana)  is  negligible. 
Mexico  is  the  major  source  of  henequen  for  the  United  States,  while  most 
of  the  sisal  has  come  from  the  Netherlands  East  Indies  and  British  East 
Africa.     With  sisal  supplies  cut  off  from  the  East  Indies,  larger  sup- 
plies of  both  henequen  and  sisal  have  been  sought  from  Western  Hemisphere 
countries.

SWEDISH  IMPORTS  OF  TOBACCO 
SHARPLY  CURTAILED; 
RATIONING-  CONTINUED  .   .  . 

Excepting  occasions,!  small  shipments  from  Bulgaria,  there  were- 
practically  no  imports  of  leaf  tobacco  into  Sweden  during  the  latter 
months  of  1942.     Information  regarding  stocks  of  American  leaf,  for 
which  there  is  great  demand,   is  unavailable,  but  . it,  is-  believed  that 
such  supplies  are  almost  exhausted.     Domestic  production  of  tobacco  to 
be  used  as  a  substitute  for  foreign  types  has,  been  encouraged  by  sub- 
sidies and  bonus  payments  "for- growers,  according  to- information  received 
in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations. 

The  sharp  curtailment  in  imports  of  leaf  a.nd  a  rapid  decline  in 
stocks  has  necessitated  shifts  in  mixtures  of  tobacco  used  in  Swedish 
cigarettes.     It  is  believed  that  current  mixtures  contain  more  Bulgarian 
tobacco  than  previously  used.     Cigarettes  with  cardboard  mouthpieces, 
which  have  been  manufactured  since  October  1941,  have  not  proved  satis- 
factory to  consumers.     The  Swedish  tobacco  monopoly  therefore  has  resumed 
manufacture  of  full-sized  cigarettes  for  distribution  in  accordance  with 
existing  rationing  regulations.    These  regular  cigarettes  became  available 
to  the  public  on  January  1,  1943, 

Only  limited  supplies  of  cigarettes  were  imported  during  1942. 
There  were  no  imports  from  the  United  States  after  the  first  part  of  the 
year,  and  supplies  from,  other  sources, .  namely,   Switzerland,  Bulgaria, 
Turkey,  and  Germany,  were  small. 


TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  IN  BAH  LA  TO  BE  LARGER; 
EXPORT  SITUATION  IMPROVES  ....  .' 

The  1942-43  crop  of  tobacco,  in  Bahia,  Brazil,  is  expected  to  total 
between  41,000,000  and  :49 , 000, 000  pounds  harvested  from  an  area  of 
about  225,000  acres,  as  compared  with  the  record  low  1941-42  crop  of 
only  16,500,000  pounds,,  according  .to  a  report  recently  received  in  the 
Office  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations.    Average  annual  production  in 
Bahia  for  the  crop  years  1938-39  to  1940-41  amounted  to  about  46,850,000 
pounds. 

The  principal  factors  resulting  in  decreased  acreage  and 
production  in  1941-42  were  the  continued  exclusion  of  exports  to  prin- 
cipal European  markets  and  unfavorable  weather  conditions.  Planters 
turned  to  other  crops,   such  as  castor  beans  and  manioc,  which  "ere  more 
in  demand. 
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Production  of  tobacco  in  the  State  of  Bahia.  usually  amounts  to 
about  one-third  of  the  total  Brazilian  production,.,  which  normally  av- 
erages approximately  200,000,000  pounds^    The  tobacco  grown '"in  Bahia;  is 
principally  of  d^rk.  air-cured  types  used  locally  in  the  cigar-manufactur- 
ing industry  and  in  pre-war  'year's  was  exported  in  large  quantities  to 
Europe,'  chief  ly  Germany^,',  "the-  Netherlands,  and  France, where :  it  was  used 
'in '.cigars  and  othe.r  products. 

.Export  s'-  from  Bahia,  -which  normally  account 'for  80  to  90  percent  of 
all'- tobacco  exports-  from  Brazil,  averaged  60, 860,000' pounds-  (principally 
leaf) 'during  the  3-year  period  1937-1939.     Germany,   the' Netherlands,  and 
France  normally  take  about  70  percent  of  the  total.     The  blockade  of 
Axis-occupied  Europe  shut  off  these  important  outlets',  and  'in  1940  exports 
■were  "cru.<t  to  30,096;  000 .  pounds-.     In.  .1941,  and  1942,  increased  exports  to 
Argentina,  and  Spain,  off  set.  part  of  the  loss  of  Northern  European  markets, 
and  total  export s-.aaounted  to  37,039,  000  pounds  in.  1941  and-  39 ,  761,  000 
i  pounds',  in  1942.  : -Exports  to  Spain  in  1941' and  1942;  averaged 'about 
18 , 773-, 000  pounds,  or.  approximately  49  percent  of  the  total.

The  estimated  1942-43  area  of  42, 995  acres- planted  to  tobacco  in 
Argentina  is  below  that  of  recent  years,  due  principally  to  dry. weather 
at  transplanting  time  in  most  of  the  producing  districts .     Despite  dry 
conditions,  however,  the . acreage  of  the  leading  American  types  grown  in 
-Argentina  (fire-cured  and.  flue- cured)  was  increased  to'  new  record  plant- 
ings, according  to  a  report  received  in  the  Office  of  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural  Relations.     The  decline  in  total  acreage  resulted    principally  from 
sharp  decreases  f ot  some  of  the  domestic  types. 

I't  is  estimated  that  the  area  of  Virginia-seed  flue-cured,  types 
planted  for  harvest  in  1943  is  about  2,632  acres,  compared  with  2,041 
acres  planted  during  the  1941-42  crop  year  and  with  an  average  of  1,764 
acres  during -the  period  1938-39  to  1940-41.     The  acreage  devoted  to 
Kentucky-seed  fire-cured  types  during  the  1942-43  crop  year  is  estimated 
at  2,397  acres  as  compared  with  1941-42  plantings  of  1,322  acres. 

The  acreage  of  other,  foreign  types,  including  Havana  and  3ahia 
leaf  showed  substantial  declines,  and  smaller  acreages  were  reported  for 
all  except  one  of  'the  native  types.     The  greatest  decline  was  in  that  of 
the  native  Misionero  type,  which  dropped  from  10,230  acres  in  1941-42 
to  6,672  acres  in  1942-43.   !  '•  ;

CANADIAN  BEEF  SUPPLIES  LARGER-  IN  1943  .  ..  . 

More  abundant  supplies  of  beef  are  in  prospect  for  Canada  in  1943. 
It  is  expected  that  slaughterings  will  increase  about  10  percent  above 
1942.     The  increase  in  the.. beef  ceiling  price  on  December  24,  1942,  and 
subsequent  increases  as  of  February  11,  March  25,  April  29,  and  May  27 
are  expected  to  result  in  larger  marketings.     Cattle  coming  on  the  market 
will  probably  also  be  heavier  owing  to  the  excellent  grazing  last  summer 
•and  to  abundant  supplies,  of  feed  grains. 

Beef  supplies  have  been  scarce  for  some  time  as  a  result  of  much 
heavier  wartime  consumption  and  the  reduced  quantities  of  pork  remain- 
ing available  for  domestic  use-  after  supplying  the  quantity"  specified 
in  the  British  contract.    For  these  reasons,   the  virtual  cessa.tion  of  ex- 
ports of  beef  cattle  to  the  United  Sta.tes  since  August  and  heavier  do- 
mestic marketings  during  several  weeks  of  November' and  December  have  not 
been  sufficient  to  help  the  beef  situation.    Meat  rationing  may  there- 
fore become  necessary.     Scarcity  of  pork  may  more  than  offset  any  expan- 
sion in  beef  output.     Pork  normally  constituted  41  percent  of  meat  con- 
sumption in  Canada  but  now  it  is  being  exported  to  the  United  Kingdom  in 
very  large  quantities. 

Production  goals  for  1943  call  for  an  increase",  in  commercial 
cattle  marketings  (inspected  slaughter  plus  live  beef-cattle  exports) 
from  1,114,000  head  in  1942  to  1,220,000  in  1343,  and' a  dec'rease  in  mar- 
ketings of  veal  calves  from  739,000  to  720,000.     The  principal'  changes 
are  expected  to  take  place  in  the  Western  Provinces,

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Despite  the  fact  that '.'the  number  of  cattle  on' farms  last  June  was 
much  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  fewer  cattle  hp.6.  calves  were  marketed 
in  1942  than  in  1941.  •  The  number  of  cattle  marketed  in.  1942.  was  1,256,000 
head  against  1,354,000  the  year  "before,  and  the  number  of  calves  745,000 
head  against  787,000  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1941.     This  includes 
shipments  to  packers,  butchers,   country  points  and  for  export.. 

Even  if  cattle  marketings  in  Canada  reach  the  tentative  goal  set 
for  1943,  there  appears  to  "be  little  likelihood  that  export  permits  will 
"be  granted  for  all  of  the  186,000  live  cattle  that,  according  to  these 
estimates,  could  be  exported  if  conditions  were  satisfactory.  Unless 
domestic  consumption  is  materially  restricted  "by  rationing,   Canada,  will 
need  these  cattle  to  supplement  its  meat'  supply. 

Since  August,  practically  no  export  permits  have  been  granted  due 
to  the  "beef  shortage.     Canada;  had  been  .filling  the  .quarterly  and  annual 
United  States  ■'■•import  quota' prior  to    the  last -half  of  1942,  :  Cattlemen 
continued  to  hold  back  cattle  in  the  fall  hoping  to  fill- the  United  States 
low-duty  quota  at  export  prices,  until  finally  the  Canadian  Government 
took  three  steps  to  divert  these  cattle  to  -  Canadian  markets: 

1.  Purchase  at  export  prices  most  of  the  cattle  ready  for 
export. 

2.  Refusal  to  grant  export  permits  for  beef  cattle  since 
August.  ■ 

3.  Paisihg  the  beef  ceiling  price. 

As  a  result  of  wartime  demands,  the  United  States  has  recently 
encouraged  live  cattle " imports  by  reducing  the  import  duty  on  cattle  of 
200  to  69;  pounds,  formerly  imported  chiefly  from  Mexico,  to  1.5  cents 
a  pound  from  the  1930  rate  of  2  cents  and  suspending  import  quotas  on 
other  weight  classes  for  the  duration  of  the  Ha.tional  Emergency. 

:  As  a  result  of  the  Trade  Agreement  with  Mexico  effective 
January  30,  1943,  therefore,  unrestricted  numbers  of  cattle  of  all 
■■•"eights  may  be  entered  at  the  reduced  rate,  of  duty.     Canada,' s  exports 
to  the  United  States  have  consisted  mainly  of  heavy  ca.ttle  (700  oounds 
and  over)  on  which  a  United  State;s  duty  concession  of  1.5  cents  per 
pound  from  the  1930  rate'  of  3  cents  was' made  in  the  Trade  Agreement  with 
Canada  January  1,  1939.  ■  Subsequently,  annual  and  quarterly  import  quotas 
were  established,  allocating  Cana.da  86.2  percent  of  the  low-duty  quota 
for  heavy  cattle  (700  pounds  and  over).  :

Per  capita  consumption  of  beef  increased  9  percent  between  1939 
and  1941,  whereas  consumption  of  veal  decreased.     Consumption  of  pork 
increased  even  more  than  beef  during  this  period  owing  to  the  material 
expansion  of  the  hog  industry  in  order  to  provide  bacon  for  the  British 
market.    A  large  part  of  the  consumption  of  beef  and  especially  of  veal 
is  derived  from  farm  slaughterings  or  from  local  butchers  as  indicated 
in  the  table  showing  the  output  of  cattle  and  calves.     Commercial  sup- 
plies alone  (from  inspected  slaughterings)  for  distribution  in  Canada  are 
considerably  smaller.

NEW  QUICIC-EREEZIilC-  PLANT  ESTABLISHED 
IN  A3G-ENTINE  TIEBEA  DEL  FUEGO  .   .  . 

American  interests  have  established  a  modem  plant  at  P.io  Q-rande , 
Tierra  del  Fuego ,  Argentina,  for  cutting  lamb  carcasses  into  uniform 
pieces  by  trimming,  partly  boning,  wrapping  in  cellophane,  and  finally 
quick  freezing  the  product.     The  first  finished  product  of  o^-er  2,000,000 
pounds  was  sent  to  G-reat  Britain  under  Lend-Lease. 

This  plant  ha.s  a  capacity  of  60,000  pounds  daily,  and  during  the 
first  6  weeks  of  operation  the  output  was  about  1  million  pounds  of  lamb. 
The  machinery  was  assembled  in  3uenos  Aires  and  transported  over  2,000 
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miles  of  water.     The  interested  New  York  firm  ordered  50  boxes  of  assorted 
samples  of  lamb  cuts,  kidneys,  livers,  and  glands,  as  -'-ell  a  s    samples  of 
quick  frozen  wild  geese  and  ducks  from  Tierra  del  Fuego.     Flans  have  also 
been  made  by  the  same  firm  for  the  construction  of  modern  cold  storage  and 
quick- freezing- plants. for  fish  and  fish  fillets  in  Mar  del  Plata,   the  sea- 
side, resort  of  *  Buenos .  Aires'.     Similar  projects  for  quick  freezing  for  trial 
use  and  export  were  also  initiated in  Chile  and  Peru  with  the  backing  of 
the  respective  Governments. 

.During  .the  year  1941,  frozen  mutton  exports  from  the  port  of  Hio 
Grande,'  Argentina,' '  totaled  5,337,000  pounds  compared  with  6,982,000  pounds 
in  1940.     Exports  of  frozen  mutton  from  Argentina,  as  a  whole,  totaled 
110  million  .pounds  in  1941  against  112  million  pounds  in  1940.  Shipments 
for  the  entire  year  1942  are  not  yet  available  nor  are  shipments  by  ports, 
but  in  the  first  11  months  exports  increased  53  percent  above  1941  to  " 
reach  148  million  pounds, 
r-  •  ■

Tierra  del  Fuego  has  only  about  5  percent  of  the  total  number  of 
sheep  in  the  Southern  Region  although  as  a  -whole  it  is  a  surplus  produc- 
ing region.     In  1940  when  Argentina  exported -594, 000  live  sheep,  232,000 
were  from  Rio  Gall egos  in  Santa  Cruz  and  89,000  from  Rio  Grande.  Chilean 
Punta  Arenas  was  the  chief  destination  of  the  shipments.     In  1941  ship- 
ments increased  to  709,000  head,  of  which  407,000  were  from  Rio  Gallegos, 
and  53,000  from  Rio  Grande.     Practically  all  went  to  Chile.
